@he Indian Sveocting Affair on the 
Bast Coast. 


_ The Colonist Eppears to be very mach ex- 


ercised over the unfortunate affair that re- 
sulted de-the death of two Indians recently, 
in the neighborhood of Cape Mudge. No 
one, of coursé, believes that the Colonist, in 
its repeated allusions to this circumstance, is 
actuated by a sincere desire to protect the 
interests of the ‘‘poor Indian.’’ Such an idea 
is not im all its thoughts. I: thinks it sees in 
this affair a good chaace to make a little 


‘ gapital against the Government, and is de- 


termined to make the most ef it. All the 
good it will do it will scarcely be worth 


boasting about this day six months. None 


—vegret the tragic tate of the two Indians, 


more than do the Provincial Government— 
but when the natives of the country under- 
take, vie et armis, to resist the officers of the 
law in the execution of their duty, they do it 
at their own risk, and however disastrous the 
@onsequences may be to those who do so, 
they have only themselves to blame. The 
Colonist has never ventured to call in ques- 
tion the right of Superintendent Sullivan to 
everhaul any vessel within the jurisdiction of 
the Province, that be has reason to believe is 


edgaged in an illicit trafic in spirituous 
liquors with the native tribes, whether that 
vessel is ‘manned by natives or whites. 
Armed ag he was with the authority of law, 
and fully satisfied that the vessels be ipter- 

had contraband liquor on board, be 
felt it to.be his duty, although at great person- 
al risk to himself, to search those vessels and 


seize whatever liquor they might have on: 


board. Io carrying out his purpose, when‘ 
he overbauled the canoe in which the shoot- 
ing oce be distinctly intormed the In- 
dians who he was and what be intended 
doing, Viz., to search the vessel and see 
if it had liquor on board. The Indians 
resisted bis authority, and not ‘until 
they had sdized their firearms and be saw 
that his Owa life depended upon immediate 
action, did he use his own weapons. 
Had he hesitated fora moment what to do, 
the forfeit of bis life wou'd bave been the 
econsequencé. And whatever cause of regret 
there may be in the fact that two men were 
thus sontenly Jaunched into eternity, had 
they killed the policeman aod escaped witb 
their cargo of contraband liquor, we presume 
there are very few, outside the Colonist ring, 


_ who will aot agree with us that the morai 


effect of auch a successfal resistance of au- 
thority upon the minds of the natives would 
_be a much more serious matier than the loss 
of life which has furnished our contemporary 
with sucha fruitful theme for comment dur- 

the past ten days. Equally with the Col- 
omit we segret the factof the killing, bat it 
will teach the natives a lesson they will not 
be likely,to forget in a burry—they wi!l here- 
after know better than to offer forcible resis- 
tance to aa officer in’the discharge of a law- 
fai duty, and having learned the lesson by 
dear-bought experience, it may ultimately 
prove very mach to the advantage of the na- 
tives themselves as well as to others who in 
remote of the Province may feel dis- 
posed to set at defiance the officers of the law. 
All the virtuoas indignation which our con 
temporary has expended against the Govern- 
ment because they did not deem it expedient 
te strip Mr. Sullivan of bis office, and lock 
him up ia afelon’s cell, merely to gratify the 
spirit of morbid hate which our contemporary 
appears to. cherish toward that gentleman for 
reasons best knewn to itself, will be estimat- 
ed at its yalue-py every intelligent reader. 
To pursue such a course toward an able and 
experienced officer would no doubt be highly 
gratifying to the vindictive spirit of our 
neighbor, but it would also be a very poor 
reward for services faithtully performed, and 
that, too, at the imminent risk of one’s life. 
We are not prepared to say what course the 
Government intend to pursue in relation 
to this matter, Gut that it will be fally 
and carefally investigated and justice done 
without fear, favor, 
for any one therewith 
connected, the public may fully gzely 
upos. Inthe prosecution of this inqtiry, 
We presume the Government are quite com- 
petent to haudle the matter independently 
altogether, of the advice or interference of the 
Colonist or any one else. If the Colonist 
would just reserve the expression of its bogus 
sympathy: fer the ‘‘poorindian’’ until the

- matter is fairly disposed of by the proper 


authorities, instead of devoting its energies 
to the reprehensible task of endeavoring to 
prejudice the public mind against a gentie- 
mau holdiag.e -bigh and responsible public 
trust, for having simply discharged a ne-es- 
sary and. very painful daty, it would not only 
display better. taste but also be entitled to a 
larger measere of public esteem. The At- 
torney General has already informed the pro- 
prietor of the Colonist, in language the most 
upmistakebié, ‘‘that an investigation should 
be held aud had been fully decided upon,”’ 
the only question that he had not fully de- 
termined . upen. being, whether the case 
should be-placed before a Grand Jury or a 
Magistrate.

Hovse ov Commons, April 25th. 

Hon Mr. Mitcbell moved the House into 
Committce on the bill to suspend for a limited 
time the operation of certain Aets relating 
to the inspection of steambouts in British 
Columbia.

Right Hon, Sir Jobn Macdonald said, while 
he had every confidence that the Treaty of 
Washington would ensure us a long period of 
peace, it was well that the country should be 
prepared-to defend itself, and to enforce, if 
necessary, the civil power. In ¢ase of riot 
or insurrection, the Government had to de- 
pend upon the militia, and that organization 
to be effective should be trained. 

After some further discussion, all the items 
were passed*pro forma, the debate on the 
item to take place on concurrence.

On the 28th, Mr. DeCosmos moved an ad- 


dress in the U:tawa Parliawent, for the re- 
port of special agent o‘ Inland Revenue De- 
partment respecting British Columbia, Car- 
ried. 

Mr. DeCosmos moved an address for the 
report of Superintendent of Indian Affairs for 
British Columbia, for 1872 and 1873. Car- 
ried. 

In the Senate, Hon. Mr. Campbell moved 
the second reading of the bill to provide for 
the examination of witnesses on oath before 
committees of Parliament. 

Hon. Mr. Carrall argued very lengthily to 
the same effect-as the hon. gentleman, who 
bad convinced him that the passage of the 
the bill would be a violation of the letter of 
the constitution. The latter was an orgap- 
ized Act, and could not, be made to undergo 
a change. 

After remarks by several speakers, the bill 
was read a seconi time, passed through com- 
mittee, and ordered fora third reading to- 
morrow. 

In answer to a message from the House of 
Commons, a motion of the Hon. Mr. Camp- 
beli whs passed, authorizing Senators Mac- 
phersgn, Cochrane, Campbell, Chapsis and 
Fosteto attend and give evidence, if they 
saw fit, before tue Pacific Railway iovestiga- 
tion committee. 

On motion of Hon.Mr. Campbell ,the House 
went into committee on the bill to give relief 
to aliens in British Columbia and Manitoba, 
and reported the same without any import- 
ant amendment. , 

In the Ottawa Commons, on the 26th ult., 
Mr. Macheozie asked if it was the intention 
of the government to continue the insolvency 
aw. He suggested that a special act should 
be introduced by the government to continue 
it a,year longer. 

Right How. Sir John Macdonald anid the 
Act was referred to the committee on expir= 
ing laws. He would urge upon them to re- 
comniend the continuance of the insolvency 
law for a year longer. Ifthe House should 
adopt that report, the Government would 
take itas an indication that Parliament de- 
sired to have some law respecting insolvency 
and they would deal with the question dur- 
ing the recess. 

Mr. Blake remarked that there was in the 
Pacific railway chart-r a clause requiring the 
confirmation of this’ House. He enquired 
from the Government whetber it was their 
intention to introduce, during the present 
session, a measure to give effect to that 
clause. 

The Right Hon. Sir Jobn Macdonald said 
that was a question of which the bom. mem- 
ber should give notice. 

Quesec, Apri! 28.—One bundred and four 
Freoch immigrants, principally from Alsace 
and Lorraine, and twenty-five French and 
Belgian families have arrived per steamship 
Peruvian, and intend settling in the Prov- 
ince. 

The fifth Roman Catholic Provincial Coun- 
cil will be opened on Sunday, the 18th May, 
at the French cathedral in Quebec, when all 
the bishops of the Province will attend. 

The first ocean steamer of the season, the 
Peruvian, arrived io this port yesterday 
morsing. 

A new lice of steamers between Quebec 
and Belfast, was iusugurated on the 15tb 
instant. 

The leading papers of all the cities of the 
Dominion appear very decidedly in favor of 
the principle of the bill introduced by the 
Minister of Customs, providing tor the mea- 
surewent and inspection of gas, wherever 
supplied for lighting, heating, or otber pur- 
poses.’ 

Orrawa, April 25.—It is stated that Lieut.

General Dispatches. 

Yrexa, May 9.—Bill Fenning came iato 
town yesterday, just as we were about to g> 
to press. He informed us that on Thursday 
afternoon beand Jake Keplersaw Bogus 
Charley on the north of the Klamath river at 
a point thirty miles from Yreka. Bogus Char- 
ley wes upon them before they discovered 
him. He put out his hand for them to shake 
and seemed friendly. He had on a soldier’s 
cap and cape, bad a gun—mozzle-loader, was 
on foot, and bad with bim bis squaws, who 
were carrying a roll of blankets and a basket 
of provender and a child. He told them thet 
he was tired of fightingtbe whites, he bad left 
the lava beds two mouths ago, and had stop- 
ped some time sivce at Fairchild’s, aod bad 
been two or three days last past at Anderson’s. 
Anderson lives on the south side of the 
Klamath and a little above where the conver- 
sation took plice. It is evident that the most 
of Bogus Charley's story was a tissue of false- 
hood, as it is not one month since be assisted 
at the massacre of Candy and Thomas. When 
asked where he was going, be returned no 
definite answer, simply nodding his head to 
indicate that he was traveling down to 
Klamath. Although be claimed to have lett 
the lava bed aboot two months ago, he seem- 
edto beperfectly informed about what bux 
taken place to the present time. He said that 
the Indians bad killed a great many soldiers, 
and that there had been twelve Indians kill- 
ed;a part of themsquaws, He said a son 
of Sconchin. had been killed by a shell, but 
that Sconchin bimselt was not hart. Captaio 
Jack was also unhurt. 


Bogus Charley being found in the condi- | 


tion in which he was, may perbaps indicate 
that the Indians bavo left the lava beds and 
scattered abroad over the country, each look- 
ing for his owns fety. Itis reported that 
several persons, Champlain in the number, 
saw bimat Anderson’s. It is certain, also, 
that he passed down the river. Neither Fen- 
ning vor Kepler bad arms with them whea 
they met him. 

Lava Beos, May 10.—via Yarxa, May 12.— 
On the 9th inst. an expedition for the recovery 
of the bodies of Lieut. Cranston and mem 
of bis command, missing since the 6th ult., 
and men who could not be brought off the 
field on that occasion, he left camp under 
command of Lieut. Field. The object of the 
expedition was illustrated by reason of the ad- 
vanced stage of decomposition in which the 
bodies were found. The troops, bowever, 
buried the bodies on the field where they 
fell, and head boards were placed at tle 
graves of Lieut» Cranston and men, so that 
the bodies can eventually be removed, The 
bodies of the eight men who were left on the 
field, hud sage bruSb piled over them, which 
bad been fired by the Indiaas, and were al- 
most unrecognizable. 

Gen. Davis is awaiting infurmation from 
Capt. Hasbruck’s command, now in pursuit 
of the Modocs. 

The acting Assistant Surgeon had hist leg 
broken yesterday, midway between the ankle 
and knee. He has been recommended by all 
the office rsin the command f ra commision, 
with a view of plaziog him on the retired 
het. 

Harris mother and brother are expect- 
ed -here to-night or to-morrow night from 
Philadelphia. 

Capt. Decker, of the Engineer corps, goes 
this morniug to examine the island on Tule 
Lake, with a view of ascertaining its suitabil- 
ity to the purpose of @ military depot. 

Los Ance.es.—The Arisona Miner (Pres- 
cot) of the 3d says: On Sunday, the 27th 
ultg, more than two hundred Judians left 
Date Creek reservation. The removal of all 
the Indiaos from Date Creek to Verde reser- 
vation had been determined on, aod many 
| refused to go. Their removal wes to com- 
mence May Ist, aud Jamespie and his band 
skedaddled. It is conjectured that they may 
bave gone to the Colorado reservation, where 
some of them bave had residence before 
Some of the bigh-toned Apaches and Mobaves 
say they will fight before they will go to 
Verde. Some of them are sure to break out 


from any reservation they may go to, soone 

or later. An officer from Fort Whipple ia- 
forms us that the indians number from 40 

to 450 who started quietly om Thursday fo 

the Verde reservation, Lieut. Schuyler, with 

a detachment of twenty five men, escorting 
the party. Some of Jamespie’s band, who 
retaroed, are with the party. Abont one han- 
dred are supposed to be in the mouotains, 
and as Capt. McGreger is in that section 
with bis company, the indians will be likely 
to see trouble; unless they keep qaiet.
